Whitehall, Nov. 4. A Letter, by the Way of Portuga’, 
received this Day from Capt. Legge, of his Majefty’s Ship 
the Severn, one of Commodore Anfon’s Squadron, dated 
at Rio Janeiro, July 4, 1741, brings the following Ac- 
count : 

‘ That Commodore Anfon, with the Fleet under his 
Command, failed from the Ifland of St. Catherine's on 
the 19th of January laft, and after meeting with hard 
Gales of Wind, in which the Pearl loft Company, an- 
chor’d the 19th of February at Port St. Julian’s; that 
during the Time the Pearl was feparated, Capt. Kidd 
the Commander thereof died, and the Ship was chafed 
oft Pepy’s Ifland by a Squadron of Spanifh Men of War 
of five Sail; that the Commodore appointed Capt. Mur- 
ray to fucceed him at Port Sr. Julian’s ; that they left 
pe ow the 27th of February, and the 7th of March 
pais’d the Streights of La Maire with great Succefs and 
fair Weather, but the next Day met with frefh Giles, 
which from that time increas’d to fuch very hard Gales 
from N. N.W. to W. N. W. with fuch prodigious Seas 
as exceeded any they had ever {een before, which tore 
their Shrowds and Sai's, and {prung their Yards anJ 
Mifts. That on the 1toth of April they were in the 
Latitude of ¢5d. ¢5 m. and Longitude gid. 54m. 
« and that Night they loft Sight of the Commodore and 
«all the Squadron, except the Pearl; that on the 13th 
‘ in the Morning they faw the Land at Day-break from 
« the W.N. W. to the S. E. very high, and not above 
‘ five Leagues diftant, upon Sight of which they endea- 
« your’d to wear, which they were more than an Hour 
« before they could perform, and then ftood to the 
¢ Weflward as much as the Winds would permit them ; 
‘ buc the Wind coming to N. W. by W, and W.N. W. 
* and blowing almoft a continual Storm for 40 Days to- 
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| « gether, with exceeding great Seas, they beat moit of 


« the Time under Reef Courfes. That on the firft of 
« June they {poke with a Por:uguefe Veff-! bound to Bn- 
hia, who toid them Cape Frio bore W.S. W. 30 
Leagues; and on the 6:h of June, by the great Mercy 
of God, they arrived fate in this Port, where they 
were receiv’d with exceeding great Friendfhip and !lu- 
manity, after having loft a great Number of Men by 
Fatigue and Sickneis; amongit which laft were the 
Captain, Lieutenant, and Entiva ot the Invalids. 
‘ At this Place there was an Officer belonging to one 
of the Ships of the Spanifh Squadron of 70 Guns, which 
was caft away at Sinta Martha near this Piace, who is 
return ng to Spain to give an Account of their Mif- 
fortune. They were in Latitude of 60 odd South, and 
bore up the 17th of March N.S. The Spanifh Com- 
modore i got into Rio de Plata with two Ships more, 
the Particuiars of which Ships are, that they had bu- 
ried 1200 Men with Famine and Sicknefs. One of 
their Squadron is ftill wanting, and fuppos'd to have 
nerifhed, having loft her Main-maft before they parred
